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National student group challenges aid reform proposals

TORONTO (CUP) — Higher tui- 
tion fees and higher debt loads arc in 
store for students if the federal gov- 
ernment proceeds with controver- 
sial reforms to student aid, says Cana- 
da's largest national student organi- 
zation. 

Compromising Access, a re- 
search document released Wednes- 
day by the Canadian Federation of 
Students, calls on the federal gov- 
ernment to reject income contingent 
loan repayment (ICLRP) schemes 
and implement a national system of 
grants for students in need. 

The federal government is 
considering an array of proposals for 
reforming student aid, and a number 
of these — including a joint-initia- 
tive with the Ontario government — 
include an income-contingent repay- 
ment option. This option links the 
repayment of a student loan to a 
graduate's income. 

But this kind of scheme puts 
the burden of funding post-second- 
ary education more and more on 
students and less and less on public 
funds, according to the document. 

"An income-contingent re- 
payment scheme is not a progressive 
form of student loan repayment, it's 
a regressive form of funding [for 
post- secondary education]," Brad 
Lavigne, the federation's national 
chairperson, said. 

Lavigne admits the student 
aid system needs reform, but he says 



the focus should be on easing debt, 
not prolonging it. "We need recogni- 
tion that the problem with student 
debts is in their size, not in their 
repayment mechanism." 

The average debt load cur- 
rently stands at $ 1 7,000 for Canadian 
students, and could rise as high as 
$25,000 by next year. The federal 
government has cut $2.29-bilIion in 
funding from post-secondary educa- 
tion since it came to power in 1993. 

The joint-initiative being de- 
veloped by the federal government 
with the Ontario government could 
see students paying back their loans 
for a 25-year period with no access to 
interest relief. 

But many other provincial 
governments have already said they 
won't implement income-related re- 
payment schemes. British Columbia 
Education Minister Paul Ramsey 
joined the federation in denouncing 
the plan at its press conference re- 
leasing the document. 

"The current proposal at the 
federal level has nothing to do with 
reducing debt, it only defers debt and 
may even increase it," Ramsey said. 

Under one of the models be- 
ing considered by the federal govern- 
ment, 'a student graduating with a 
$3 1 ,000 debt would end up paying 
over $80,000 in interest. 

"The issue we need to address 
is that debt is too high, debts are 
never going to be repaid," Ramsey 
added. "The student bankruptcy rates 



[are] a symptom of this problem." 

Since 1993 student bankrupt- 
cies have almost tripled, rising to 
1 2,000 last year from 4,500. 

"This is an urgent issue, it 
can't wait for the Millennium and it 
can't be dealt with by simply extend- 
ing the period of loan repayment," he 
said. 

Ramsey says his government 
will continue to lobby the federal 
government for a national system of 
grants to help ease student debt. "[We 
have to] keep our eye on the goal, 
which is bring student debt down." 

While many provinces, in- 
cluding Nova Scotia, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba oppose the income- 
contingent repayment option, On- 
tario's Conservative government 
plans to implement it next Septem- 
ber. 

"The main reason [we want 
this scheme] is to assist students and 
make repayments more manageable," 
Brian Wolfe a spokesperson for On- 
tario's ministry of education, said. 
"What's important is access [to edu- 
cation]. We're trying to provide that 
opportunity." 

Since its election in 1995, the 
Tories have cut over $400 million 
from the budgets of colleges and uni- 
versities and has allowed tuition fees 
to increase by an average of 30 per 
cent. 

Lavigne says Ontario's tui- 
tion fee hikes are directly linked to 
the province's pro income-contin- 



gent repayment stance because such 
a loan system makes it easier to put 
the cost of education onto the backs 
of students. 

"The reason [Ontario] hasn't 
completely deregulated [tuition fees] 
yet is because they're waiting to im- 
plement ICLRPsfirst," Lavigne said. 

Australia saw tuition fees rise 
by 584 per cent from previous years 
when an income-contingent plan was 
introduced and in New Zealand, the 
loan scheme was accompanied by the 
introduction of up-front user fees. 

The federation document also 
addresses the added problems that 
ICLRPs pose for women and mem- 
bers of minority groups because they 
generally earn less upon graduation. 

Under one federal government 
model, 43 per cent of women would 
not be capable of paying off their 
debt after 25 years of repayment. 

Ramsey says the issue is 
quickly becoming a priority for pro- 
vincial education ministers. "It's a 
good sign. The issue is on the na- 
tional stage. Eighteen months ago it 
wasn't a national issue, now it is." 

Ramsey is meeting with Pierre 
Pettigrew, federal minister of human 
resources development Canada this 
week. And the federation is currently 
continuing its federal and provincial 
lobbying efforts leading up to the 
federal government's meeting with 
stakeholders, including the banks, in 
late November.

1964: A federal student loan pro- 
gram is introduced. 
/ 969: Council of Ministers of Edu- 
cation approves, in principal,. an 
ICLRP along with increased tui- 
tion fees. 

1984: An Ontario government 
commission supports ICLRPs 
along with increased tuition fees, 
1993: The Council of Ontario Uni- 
versities proposes an ICLRP along 
with a tuition fee increase of 50 
per cent. 

Jan. 25. 1995: The Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students organizes one 
of the largest national student dem- 
onstrations in Canada's history 
against the federal government's 
proposed income-contingent re- 
payment program and massive cuts 
to education funding. 
May 2, 1995: The federal govern- 
ment announces that ICLRPs are 
off the table. June-Nov. 1 995: The 
Tory government is elected in On- 
tario, cuts over $400 million from 
colleges and universities, and an- 
nounces substantial tuition fee in- 
creases to be accompanied by an 
ICLRP by fall of 1998. 
1997: The federal budget an- 
nounces that ICLRPs are again 
being considered by the ministry 
of finance which has cut $2.9- 
billion from post-secondary edu- 
cation since the Liberals came to 
power in 1993. 



Liberal "youth" label doesn't stick

OTTAWA (CUP) — The Liberal 
government's new-found commit- 
ment to post-secondary education is 
ringing hollow with opposition par- 
ties, educators and student across the 
country. 

H igher education continues to 
be an important theme of the Liber- 
al's second mandate — • highlighted 
by the creation of a $ 1 -billion schol- 
arship fund for needy and high- 
achieving students — as the federal 
government tries to portray itself as 
the party of choice for youth. 

In his recent economic update 
in Vancouver, Finance Minister Paul 
Martin pledged his party to keeping 
post-secondary education accessible. 
He lauded LibcraT commitments to 
provide financial assistance to stu- 



dents and help them with debt man- 
agement. 

But some people are having a 
hard time believing this message from 
a government that has cut $2.29-bil- 
lion from transfer payments to the 
provinces for post-secondary educa- 
tion since 1993-94. 

Today in the House of Com- 
mons, NDP Leader Alexa 
McDonough attacked the Liberal's 
record on higher education. 
McDonough blamed the government 
for soaring tuition fees and skyrock- 
eting debt loads, which now average 
$25,000 for students who borrow. 

"Right across the country, 
university students, faculty members 
and administration are telling the fi- 
nance minister that post-secondary 



education is in trouble and that he is 
making a serious mistake by cutting 
another $550-million [intransferpay- 
ments this year]," McDonough said 
during Question Period. 

But Martin shrugged off 
McDonough 's criticism, saying edu- 
cators across the country are applaud- 
ing the Liberal's record on post-sec- 
ondary education. 

"This government has done 
more in the last two years for higher 
education than any other government 
in the history of Canada," Martin 
said. 

"What a fraud. He gets up and 
has the audacity to say people are 
congratulating him. He excels in hy- 
pocrisy," Libby Davies, youth critic 
for the NDP, said in an interview 



afterwards. 

Martin is facing criticism out- 
side the House as well. At the Univer- 
sity of Calgary last week, students 
■ booed and hissed Martin as he tried to 
portray himself as the defender of 
Canada's youth at a forum. Students 
called his reforms to the Canada Pen- 
sion Plan a "tax on youth" and blamed 
his government for the massive in- 
crease in student debt, which has 
tripled to $25,000 from $8,700 in 
1990. 

Martin isn't very popularwith 
some university administrators, ei- 
ther. At a conference of administra- 
tors yesterday, Bernard Shapiro, the 
president of McGill University, criti- 
cized the federal government for not 
doing enough for post- secondary edu- 



cation. Shapiro described recent gov- 
ernment initiatives, including the $ 1 - 
billion scholarship fund, as "mar- 
ginal adjustments." 

"We're facing a brain drain. 
It's difficult to maintain our best peo- 
ple," Shapiro said. "I just don't get 
the sense that anyone cares." 

The Canadian Federation of 
Students is also dismissing Martin's 
comments as political rhetoric. 

"The deficit problem hasn't 
been solved, it's been transferred out 
of the public realm onto the backs of 
individuals, especially students," 
Brad Lavigne, chair of the federa- 
tion, said. 

"The rhetoric doesn't do any 
harm but it doesn't really help with- 
out concrete proposals." 



Indebted grads get a break in Quebec

MONTREAL (CUP) - Quebec stu- 
dents who leave school buried in debt 
can soon expect easier loan repay- 
ment terms. 

Graduates who owe the pro- 
vincial government for student loans 
will be able to temporarily defer their 
payments if they lose their jobs, Que- 
bec Education Minister Pauline 
Marois announced last week. 

Under the proposed changes, 
graduates will be able to seek de- 
ferred debt payment for three con- 
secutive six-month periods within 
five years of graduation. 



Marois also announced that 
the education ministry plans to for- 
give approximately 10 per cent of 
graduates' debts if their studies are 
completed without interruptions and 
they received a grant from the Que- 
bec government. 

Ministry statistics indicate that 
many Quebec students have a stake 
in the proposed plan. In the 1995-96 
academic year, 160,566 students re- 
ceived some form of financial aid 
from the provincial government. Of 
those, 7 1 ,506 received both loans and 
grants. 

Marois' announcement rep- 



resents a step in the right direction, 
but it's not enough, Nikolas 
Ducharme, president of the 
Federation des Etudiant(c)s de 
Quebec, says. 

Erin Runions, chair of the 
Quebec component of the Canadian 
Federation of Students, agrees. 

"It's sort of like, throw them a 
doggy bone but take away their food," 
she said. "When you're cutting $1 .2- 
million in education [funding] and 
then making it easier to pay back 
loans, it's kind of a contradiction." 

Runions says the real solution 
to the problem of student indebted- 



ness is lowering tuition fees and in- 
creasing government funding to post- 
secondary institutions. 

Ducharme says his organiza- 
tion wants "reform of the student aid 
program that fits with the socioeco- 
nomic reality of students in the 
1990s." 

He says, for example, that the 
Quebec government should make 
part-time students eligible for stu- 
dent aid, alluding to the fact that 
many students have to work part- 
time to make ends meet and conse- 
quently can't carry a full course load. 

Sonya Cyr, a student at the 



Universite de Quebec in Montreal, 
says Marois' plans sound good to 
her, but adds that it should be applied 
more broadly. 

"The idea is good, but [the 
changes] should be for everyone," 
she said. 

Marois' announcement came 
almost a month after the release of a 
report by a Universite de Montreal 
working committee on student debt, 
led by economics professor Claude 
Montmarquette. Many of the changes 
proposed by Marois, which she says 
will take effect in 1998, were out- 
lined in the report.

The University of Toronto are 
the big winners, after a Sudbury resi- 
dent pledged $350,000 to establish 
an endowment fund at the Univer- 
sity. OSOTF and U of T will match 
the pledge if it is honoured before 
April of 1999, bringing the value of 
the U of T Dipty Chakravarty Bur- 
sary for Studies Related to Bengal/ 
Bengali to over $1 million. 

These funds were once des- 
tined to LU's coffers but the Univer- 
sity backed out of its commitment to 
manage the Dipty Chakravarty Foun- 
dation in September of 1995. In a 
letter dated 7 September 1995, LU 
President Dr. Ross Paul informed 
Mahadcv Chakravarty, a thirty-year 
Sudbury resident and retired 
Cambrian College Professor, that 
LU's fundraising agenda and "other 
[undisclosed] difficulties in the 
present arrangement make it neces- 
sary for Laurentian to withdraw from 
the current agreement..." 

These developments seem to 
be a complete reversal from the 
"pleasure" the University derived 
from announcing the Foundation 
three years earlier. Mr. Chakravarty, 
for one, is puzzled by the President's 
change of heart. When Mr. 
Chakravarty approached LU and Dr. 
Paul about managing the charitable 
Foundation, the President seemed 



receptive and enthusiastic, even re- 
lating to Mr. Chakravarty his opinion 
that cultural exchange is an impor- 
tant part of a University. 

Mr. Chakravarty is equally 
puzzled as to how his Foundation 
interfered with the University's 
"fundraising agenda", as Dr. Paul's 
letter suggested. According to Mr. 
Chakravarty, LU never raised any 
money for the Foundation, early do- 
nations coming strictly from Mr. 
Chakravarty and his two nephews. 

In the same letter. Dr. Paul 
indicated that LU would be "pleased 
to accept the transfer of the Founda- 
tion's assets" to establish an LU schol- 
arship that is not repugnant to the 
Foundation's original charter if "the 
Board of Directors of the Foundation 
conclude that it is best to wind up the 
Foundation's operations..." 

The Dipty Chakravarty Foun- 
dation was originally established by 
Mr. Chakravarty, in his wife's hon- 
our, to facilitate and promote cultural 
exchange in Sudbury. Dipty had 
perceived a need for such a project, 
and herhusband endeavoured to real- 
ize that dream. 

Mr. Chakravarty implored 
LU, through the University Advance- 
ment office, to change its mind, but 
was at last frustrated at a meeting 
with former Director of University 



Advancement Marian Croft, Student 
Awards Director Suzanne Brunet and 
Director of Financial Services Gerry 
Labelle on April 2 1996. A letter 
from Ms. Croft from April 4 con- 
firmed that LU had withdrawn from 
its commitment to manage the fund 
and was willing to accept the assets 
of the Foundation, but now for "un- 
restricted scholarships" which was 
even further from the spirit of the 
Foundation than was Dr. Paul's sug- 
gestion eight months earlier. Ms. 
Croft's letter also appealed to Mr. 
Chakravarty to "make a timely deci- 
sion" with respect to the future of his 
Foundation. 

Mr. Chakravarty, understand- 
ably, was reluctant to donate the 
assets of the Foundation to unre- 
stricted scholarships because this 
would have in no way guaranteed 
that LU students would be enabled 
to study the rich culture of India — 
and of Bengal in particular. 

Due to the considerable stu- 
dent base at the U of T, Mr. 
Chakravarty was actually able to nar- 
row the terms of his endowment to 
studies related to Bengal/Bengali. 
But as a long-time Sudbury resident, 
Mr. Chakravarty would like to in- 
vest his wife's legacy in LU — con- 
sistent with the wishes of Dipty.

Notes from the file...

As was predicted here when no- 
one believed it could happen, strike! To 
give observers some sense of the scope 
of the dispute I've decided to sketch the 
details of a document describing the 
contentious issues surrounding Bill 1 60 
that is being circulated in the Ontario 
Teacher's Federation. The grievances 
are numerous — there are forty-nine 
individual points of concern in all — 
and are divided into five basic catego- 
ries: Collective Bargaining, Transition 
Issues, Regulations, Education Finance, 
and the broader Other Areas of Change. 

There are a number of proposed 
changes that will affect the scope of 
collective bargaining, particularly as it 
relates to class size, preparation and 
instructional time and the length of the 
school year (the Ontario government is 
currently testing a protracted school year 
in several districts of the province). 
Also under this category falls the ex- 
tremely controversial limits to the teach- 
ers ' right to strike. 

The Regulations grievances are 
best described as a provincial claw- 
back on the regulation of the profession. 
Proposed changes range from reducing 
the number of Instructional and Exami- 
nation days to defining and limiting 
what are called non-teaching activities. 

Transition issues relate to the 
co-ordination of the transition from Bill 
100 (the current legislation) to Bill 160. 
Education Finance covers the restruc- 
turing of the provincial school boards 
and especially the new funding model 
that is proposed. The model strips the 
local school boards of their taxation 
powers and they will be required to 
submit to a provincially-imposed 
budget. The provincial budget model 
will be reviewed in 2003 to ensure the 
fairness of the process, but the docu- 
ment states that "there is no commit- 



ment as to what will be done as a 
result of the review." 

Other Areas of Change in- 
cludes changes to legislation con- 
cerning occasional teachers, proba- 
tionary period, Boards of Reference, 
the Teaching Profession Act, salary 
payment, the role of the Education 
Improvement Commission and the 
Trustees (for whom the honoraria 
has been limited to $5000, with an 
additional $5000 for chairs and vice- 
chairs). 

Poor Mike Harris. He seems 
to be dominating this column week 
after week. Moving back a couple 
of policy changes, according to the 
Globe and Mail, we should soon be 
inundated with a $900,000 propa- 
ganda (ad) campaign promoting 
"workfarc". Somehow the provin- 
cial Tories found some victims to 
participate in the ad campaign, and 
they will be seen talking about how 
the new system helped them to pull 
up their bootstraps and get their life 
in order and accept responsibility 
for their lot in life, etc. etc... I'm sure 
we'll be revisiting this one. 

Ever since I was suckered in 
by that Gattaca ad (I've since heard 
that a lot of otherpeople were fooled 
too) I've been committed to trying 
to keep my ears open for genetic 
research advances. This stuff iscom- 
ing out almost weekly right now. I 
suppose everybody heard about the 
headless tadpoles last week.

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Hallowe'en History

Hallowe'en is a very odd, sort 
of anti-holiday if you stop and think 
about it.

Firewood aplenty was 
chopped ahead of time, a fine spread 
of food and drink was prepared. On 
All Hallow's Eve, the family stayed 
home with the door wide open, the 
hearth kept warm and welcoming, 
and the food and drink all laid out. 

With that kind of "to do" about 
Hallowe'en, it is not all that hard to 
see how it evolved into a time of 
regional fairs and carnivals. The 
second phase in the evolution of 
Hallowe'en was the beginning of the 
festival era. The fest of Samhain, a 
Celtic festival, involved the gather- 
ing of the whole community to the 
biggest social occasion of the year. 



This was a way to celebrate the past 
harvest and to prepare for the 
upcoming winter. The party atmos- 
phere of Hallowe'en had now been 
born. 

Unfortunately, the Celtic pa- 
gans were not allowed to continue on 
their merry way. Christianity 
sprouted up and decided to make its 
presence felt. The new church appro- 
priated many of the pagan holidays 
and rituals in an attempt to win over 
the people. November first became 
All Saint's day and November sec- 
ond became All Soul's Day. There 
was nothing in the original church- 
observance that can justify how 
Hallowe'en has evolved to what it is 
today. The only explanation is that 
Christianity has failed somewhat in 
its attempt to assimilate pagan holi- 
days. The Celtic tradition is still very 
much a tangible part of Hallowe'en. 

Modern day Hallowe'en has 
lost some of the thrill tied up in the 
ideaof the opening upof the spiritual 
world.

Poltergeist which meaning 
noisy ghost comes from the German 
words: polter meaning "noise", and 
geist, meaning "ghost". No one have 
ever reported seeing a Poltergeist 
but don't worry, they let you know 
their there by other means. Stranger 
then all other kinds of ghosts, these 
ones usually start by making tap- 
ping and scratching noises in ahouse.

Halluci- 
nations from lack of sleep, noises do 
to underground water pipes, struc- 
tural instability of buildings, and 
vivid imaginations. 

The hallucinations are the 
result of extremely vivid waking 
dreams, the person having been un- 
der a lot of stress or medication.

The most recent successful 
cloning experiment, tadpoles with no 
heads, has sparked many futuristic 
debates. British scientists have re- 
vealed that they had been successful 
in creating headless frog embryos, in 
effect engineering an 'organ sac' that 
can produce tissues suitable to re- 
place those in an existing frog. Indis- 
putably, the technology behind clon- 
ing and the ability to clone are amaz- 
ing achievements, opening many new 
doors. The most important question 
on everyone's mind is where will this 
lead us? 

Forget, for a moment, the 
morality of cloning "headless hu- 
mans" for body parts. Could this 
procedure really work? Scientists 
believe that the technique used to 
create the headless frogs could be 
adapted to grow human organs such 
as hearts, livers, kidneys, and pancre- 
ases in an embryonic sac living in an 
artificial womb. I'm still confused. 
Frogs have no nervous system, and 
from what I've been learning in psy- 
chology , that ' s a pretty important part 
of our life-support system. 

Now, imagine that this clone 
has been produced. The process for 
care and upkeep of the organs of a 
headless organism isan involved one. 
Bereft of a central nervous system, 
hearts don't beat on their own, kid- 
neys don't excrete in perpetuity, and

livers won ' t absorb and process with- 
out some direction. Tissues would 
have to be harvested almost immedi- 
ately, with some bodies possibly be- 
ing discarded if not need when they 
are harvested. To add to your Hal- 
loween thrills, Lester Crawford, 
DVM and director of the Centre for 
Food and Nutrition Policy at 
Georgetown University, raises the 
interesting question, "What if it 
doesn't work sometime?". 

There are obviously massive 
ethical and technical issues that need 
to be resolved. Some reasons why 
cloning might appear desirable in- 
clude: recovering someone who was 
loved; infertility; eugenics; megalo- 
mania; spare parts; and assisting in 
medical research. But what are the 
limits? Would we be granted the op- 
tion of buying, say, a supermodel's 
cells to make our own 'perfect' ba- 
bies? Hitler would have been ec- 
static. The possibilities have already 
influenced security measures by gov- 
ernment, and rightly so. California 
legislature, for example, is in the midst 
of drafting a bill that would place a 5- 
year moratorium on efforts to clone 
humans, awaiting an advisory panel 
to evaluate the implications of hu- 
man cl6ning and make recommenda- 
tions by the year 2001 . 

The cloning phenomenon 
does have its avid supporters. Dr. 



Patrick Dunn, author of "The Ge- 
netic Revolution", which predicted 
the cloning of animals, forecasts ". . 
.organ factories for tomorrow's peo- 
ple. . .will be developed on an experi- 
mental level somewhere in the world 
in countries where there is little or no 
gene legislation within the next 5-10 
years because of overwhelming de- 
mand". 

Dr. Dixon also adds that the 
real issue "... is how we want society 
to use gene technology now that we 
have the ability to do more or less 
whatever we like with life. I am far 
more concerned by tomorrow'shead- 
lines than today's, and by the fact that 
most people are years behind reality 
when it comes to thinking through 
the impact of what is going to happen 
next". The days of debating animal 
rights versus animal experimentation 
are over, and why not? Animals are 
slaughtered in disgusting amounts just 
to supply the McDonald's food 
chains. Is it not outdated to feel more 
sorry for the animal that could one 
day help to prolong a life? 

The issue of cloning is sure to 
make several more headlines in the 
future, and governments are definitely 
going to be there regulating at every 
step of the way, with only society's 
best interests in their hearts.

MONTREAL (CUP) — McGill Uni- 
versity's student union won't have to 
wait much longer for its day in court. 

A court date has been set for 
the student union's legal challenge of 
Quebec's new differential fee struc- 
ture. The union is joined by McGill 
student Paul Ruel as a fellow plaintiff. 
It was announced last week that the 
case will be heard in Quebec's Supe- 
rior Court Dec. 2 and 3. 

"The fact that we've been 
given a court date allows us to be 
hopeful," Aphrodite Sahlas, a politi- 
cal researcher for the student union 
who has helped prepare for the court 
case, said. 

The Students' Society of 
McGill University and McGill student 
Paul Ruel are challenging the consti- 
tutionality of charging higher tuition 
for students from outside of Quebec. 
They say differential fees violate stu- 
dents' mobility and anti-discrimina- 
tion rights under the Canadian Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms. They also say 
the law contravenes the Quebec Edu- 
cation Act, which prohibits discrimi- 
nation in education. 

The differential fee structure 
was announced last November by Edu- 
cation Minister Pauline Marois and 



came into effect in September. 

Under the new structure, 
Quebec students are charged $ 1 ,668 
for a school year while out-of-prov- 
ince students are charged over 
$2,800 — an increase of over $ 1 ,000 
for most McGill students. The addi- 
tional fees go to the Quebec govern- 
ment, not the universities. 

Named as co-defendants in 
the challenge are the Quebec gov- 
ernment, Education MinisterPauline 
Marois and McGill University. 

Sahlas says that for every- 
one involved, working on the court 
case has been a full time effort since 
December, when the student union 
decided to proceed with the court 
challenge. 

Now that the Superior 
Court date is set, the union is step- 
ping up its public awareness efforts. 
Pamphlets about the case are dis- 
tributed at the union's front desk. 
They refer to differential tuition fees 
as a national crisis and explain the 
legal basis for the court challenge. 
As well, a recent full-page ad in the 
McGill Tribune urged students to 
get involved by writing a letter to 
the education minister or signing a 
petition in support of the legal chal- 
lenge. 



Looking Back: 21 Years 

Senate Rejects Fee Differential 



The Laurentian University 
Senate voted fourteen to eleven to 
reject a motion aimed at tripling 
tuition fees for visa students enter- 
ing graduate programs coming 
January. Senate speaker, Gary 
Clark counted the votes for the 
motion twice as he had missed one 
yes vote the first time' around. But 
one more vote was not enough to 
carry the motion. The senate's 
decision is the first positive move 
in the direction of students. The 
ISO's committee to resist the fee 
increases sat in silence throughout 
the meeting, but intently listened 
to the senate debate the issue. The 
Sudbury Star had areporter, Marcel 
Lemiuex, on hand to record the 
proceedings. An article also ap- 
peared in Toronto's Globe and 
Mail. 

Immediately after the 
speaker brought up the motion, 
SGA president Richard Hoffman, 
asked that ISO president, Chris 
Studholmc be recognized and al- 
lowed to address the body. Chris 
had a prepared statement and read 
from it. The prepared address was 
a collective effort of persons in the 
ISO's committee and was ratified 
by them only after long and ardu- 
ous discussion. 

Chris stated the differential 
"..will save Ontario taxpayers less 
than one dollar.only Alberta and 
Ireland have differential fees.." He 
further pointed out that "..interna- 
tional students spend $33,000." 
Each visa student must have $3,000 
i'i har: cash prior to entering the 
country. The policy would obvi- 



ously deplete enrolment from that 
sector. He stated that from a purely 
economic point of view that Interna- 
tional students were not a burden on 
the taxpayer or the economy. Chris 
also pointed out that such policy was 
a further incursion into the Universi- 
ty's economic affairs. The statement 
closed with a request for Senate's 
support and cooperation. 

The debate started immedi- 
ately after the statement was read and 
a goodly portion of senate entered 
into the fracas. 

President Monahan was well 
prepared to speak to the issue and 
gave a comprehensive explanation of 
the economic implications. Univer- 
sities are largely funded through the 
provincial government's Basic In- 
come Units (BIU's). Each student's 
pound of flesh is worth a set amount 
in the eyes of the government and it 
provides funding on that basis — not 
solely since there are other avenues 
of gold (i.e. graduate grants, research 
grants, government sponsored re- 
ports, etc.) But the BIU's are the 
bread and butter. Universities are 
free to set their own fees but the 
"government discounts BIU's by an 
amount that they think should be the 
fees..." said Monahan. 

Beginning in January the gov- 
ernment will reduce funding based 
on the 300% increase. Monahan said 
all the universities were "strenuously 
opposed to the decision." He stated 
that it was "retrogressive step.. .not at 
all in sympathy." The result of the 
protestationsof the universities 'have 
had zero effect" and Monahan stated 
that there was "little if any prospect 



of reversing the decision by the gov- 
ernment." 

Monahan also presented a 
brief of the proposals undertaken by 
universities to modify the negative 
effect of the government's decision. 
Firstly, he spoke of the representa- 
tions to increase federally-sponsored 
students, especially CIDA grants. 
Presently CIDA grants only affect 
18% of students. So even if there 
were some modest relief coming from 
this source it would still leave 82% of 
the problem unsolved. To date the 
feds haven't made a move in this 
direction. Monahan also spoke of 
request made to the provincial gov- 
ernment to modify regulations on pro- 
vincial government assistance, i.e. 
make v isa students el igible for gradu- 
ate fellowships. This would have 
two major flaw in that the policy as 
planned will eliminate a sizeable 
amount of undergrads from ever 
reaching Canada and only very gifted 
and bright students would be eligi- 
ble. 

The third move to assist inter- 
national students that Monahan men- 
tioned was requesting the federal and 
provincial government to modify 
working regulations. In the presi- 
dent's words "1 wouldn't hold my 
breath..." He had only one other 
assistance plea to recount to Senate. 
It was the possibility of individual 
institutions reviewing their own 
scholarship and bursary programs, 
i.e. they could possibly be modified. 
When Monahan finished the speak- 
er's list began to fill. Several sena- 
tors entered their assessment and 
position. The raise was expected to 



be a cut and dried decision, but the 
debating showed that it would not be. 
At first the speaking was mostly ques- 
tions about the people it would affect. 
It was pointed out that students al- 
ready registered would be allowed t 
finish their programs at the same cost 
as Canadians. It was also stated that 
only four to six students would af- 
fected in January. Assuming the policy 
would in fact be practised it was esti- 
mated that twelve to eighteen students 
would be affected next September. 

The question "Can't the uni- 
versity absorb that amount of money?" 
was directed to Dr. Monahan. 
Monahan stated it was "a value judge- 
ment" and added that it was very im- 
portant all universities deal with it in 
the same way. Monahan repeatedly 
referred to "our sister institution" but 
no hard reasoning for acting in unison 
was presented, (comfort in numbers?) 
Monahan's second point of reply was 
that the government would say that 
they (Laurentian? our sister institu- 
tions?) are not as poor as they say they 
are. The worst that could happen 
would be a revision of the level of 
formula funding — in a word counter- 
productive. 

Lloyd Wagner, senate member 
and political science professor, indi- 
cated that diverting funds from within 
the university to international students 
would be unfair to Canadian students. 
This was a challenge to Dr. Monahan's 
contention that diverting scholarships 
would be a plausible solution. Eco- 
nomically, the effect would be equally 
bad Wagner contended. He reasoned 
that this being the case, then it was 
"better to stand up to the government 



and flatly refuse to collect fees." 

Monahan could see from 
how the debate was going that there 
was a good chance senate would 
refuse to pass the motion to collect 
differential tuition this January from 
visa grad students, he stated that 
"on the narrowest of technical 
grounds" the Board of Governors 
(BOG) was responsible for deter- 
mining fees. Senate shortly voted 
fourteen to eleven to refuse to col- 
lect the fees. The only strategy left 
to friends of the 300% increase 
would be the Board of Governors 
since they "on the narrowest of tech- 
nical grounds" had the power to 
determine fees. In most cases the 
BOG ratifies the considered deci- 
sions of Senate. Someone said that 
"you've really done nothing here 
today, it's up to the Board to make 
the decision." 

The students heard the sec- 
ond part. It is likely that many of 
the observers who sat in silence 
will go to that next Board meeting. 
Board meetings, previously closed 
to the public, wi'l be open to them if 
the motion on their next agenda to 
do so is passed. 

When the vote to increase 
the fees was turned down, many 
student's did not know the outcome. 
Reading out motions when con- 
cerned parties are present would be 
a nice courtesy.

Many students trying to 
slim down or buff up use all kinds of 
"natural" supplements without 
knowing what they really are, or 
what they really do. Hopefully the 
information in this section can help 
you make informed decisions about 
what you put in your body. 

Is Chromium 
Picolate Safe? 



For any of you whohave taken 
the Muscle Tech stack or any kind of 
"fat burner", you have used Chro- 
mium Picolate. Chromium picolate 
is basically a natural appetite sup- 
pressant. 

An abstract published in the 
FASEB Journal and presented at the 
1995 Experimental Biology confer- 
ence, indicated that chromium 
picolate added to Chinese hamster 
ovary cells in vitro (meaning not in a 
live animal, but rather in what is 
essentially a test tube), can cause 
chromosome damage, whereas com- 
parable concentrations of chromic 
chloride or chromium dicincotinate 
were without effect. 

Wherever a newly published 
study suggests that a nutrient which 
was previously considered to be safe, 
suddenly has risks associated with 
its use, it makes sense to closely 
examine the study. When this chro- 
mium study is more closely exam- 



ined, we discover that the minimum 
concentration of chromium picolate 
found to induce chromosome dam- 
age in vitro, is 6,000 times higher 
than the serum levels which result 
during ordinary supplemental use 
(i.e., commonly 2oomcg. daily). 
This demonstrates that, even if the 
in vitro damage by chromium 
picolate can be confirmed, it has no 
physiological relevance to consum- 
ers ingesting the nutrient from avail- 
able nutritional supplements. 

Furthermore, the fact that 
chromium picolate, but no the other 
forms of chromium tested, was found 
to cause chromosome damage, is 
almost certainly indicative of greater 
intracellularuptakeof the chromium 
picolate; which is probably why 
chromium picolate has been shown 
to have such high bioactivity, and 
particular value to athletes , dieters 
and other individuals who are sup- 
plementing with this nutrient.

OTTAWA (CUP) — Yet 
another Canadian university football 
player has been caught 
using steroids, bringing 
the total of suspended 
players this season to 
four. 

Martin 
Arsenault, a fifth-year 
lineman with the Uni- 
versity of Ottawa Gee- 
Gees, was suspended 
Oct. 1 5 by the Canadian 
Interuniversity Athletic 
Union (CIAU) after test- 
ing positive for the ster- 
oid Stanozolol. He is the 
second Ottawa player in 
as many weeks to be 
suspended for steroid 
use. 

Arsenault ad- 
mitted to Ottawa's 
coaching staff that he 
started taking the drug 
eight months ago after 
working out for a Mi- 
ami Dolphins scout. 

"Coming on 
the heels of three other 
positive tests... we were 
very disappointed to be 
advised of this latest result," Kerry 
T. Moynihan, chief executive officer 
of the CIAU, said. "The detection 
system is working and the message 
we want to send out is that if you take 
banned substances you will get caught 
via the Canadian Centre for Ethics in 



Sport detection system." 

"I'm furious," Ottawa head 
coach Larry Ring, said. "We've had 
over 80 tests conducted in my seven 
years here and only two have come 
out positive, unfortunately back-to- 
back." 




On Oct. 6, Constantin 
Sousha, another offensive lineman 
with the U of O, was suspended for 
steroid use, as were Matthew Demers 
of the St. Mary ' s Huskies and Shawn 
Dyson of the University of Waterloo 



Warriors. All three were suspended 
for a period of no less than four years, 
the same penalty handed out to 
Arsenault. 

Ring says Arsenault was a 
player with a lot of promise who met 
with him on several occasions over 
the past year to discuss 
everything from his 
class schedule and per- 
sonal training tohis role 
on the team and his fu- 
ture in football. He also 
spoke to the coach 
about the possibility of 
other Ottawa football 
players taking steroids. 
"What's ironic is 
Marty [Arsenault] was 
one of a handful of guys 
who approached me 
about the possibility of 
Sousha taking the 
stuff," he said. 

In the wake of the 
initial suspensions, of- 
ficials with the CIAU 
said they planned to 
meet with the schools 
involved and the Cana- 
dian Centre for Ethics 
in Sports to see if more 
could be done to pre- 
vent steroid use. 

Ring says he has 
contacted the CIAU 
about the possibility of 
conducting more tests for steroids on 
his team. 

"After being through this 
for a second time, I'm starting to see 
a trend in which guys are taking the 
stuff. It seems the guys who aren't 
mentally tough always give in," he 
said.

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second baseman Tony Fernadez' error to score the winning run. This 
marked just the third time in history that a Game 7 had gone to extra 
innings.

"It was a game that could have gone either way, it just happened to 
go the Marlin's way," Indains manager Mike Hargrove said. "We have no 
reason to feel ashamed. I told the guys 'Keep your heads up because you 
represented yourselves and the city of Cleveland well.'" 

Florida pitcher Livan Hernandez became just the second rookie to 
win the Series MVP award, joining Larry Sherry of Los Angeles in 1959.
